'I'h'e  king 
has  been  dec'aied  fupreme  heid  of 
the  a'rrny';  however,  every  thing  hat 
been  dcff.Q  by  fhe  commicees  of  the 
National  AlTembly,  withoot  my  par- 
ticipation :  they  have  granted  to  the 
Kmg  the  nomination  at  fome  places, 
yet  the  choice  which  he  has  m^de> 
has  expcrrerieed  coniiadiftion  ;  he  has 
been  edited  to  revife  the  operations 
of  die  Geneia!  officers  of  the  auny 
becai.Te  thcTr  choice  difpleafed  clubs  ; 
to  thcrr.  onh/  are  to  bo  attributed  the 
greater  number  of  the  revol's  of  the 
rofciiuefl'.s*-  u-!jen  an  army  no  longer 
lefpcfti  its  office; s,  ir  becomes  the 
terror  and  ftrebiar.d  of  tWB  fhte  :  the 
King  has  always  heen  of  opinion  that 
officers  ought  to  l>e  punilhed  as  well 
as  fcldiers,  and  that  the  road  to  pro 
tnotion  ought  no  left  to  .be  open  to 
the  latter  according  to  their  defert. 
As  to  the  foreign  atrVrij  they  have 
granted  to  the  King  the  nomination  of 
Anviaffadors,  zvA  the  conduct  of  ne- 
gotiations ;  but  difcy  have  taken  from 
fc'.m  the  right  ct  rnak'ng  war;  they 
ought  not  however  10  have  (ufpeded 
that  he  wouid  ever  declare  Wir  vviih 
oui  hiecut  res  ton;  _Tiie  r'ght  of  ma- 
king peace  is  of  a  different  fort-  The 
K'^g  withes  only  to  aft  in  concert 
with  the  nation,  b  it  what  power  wilt 
enter  into  negoeianops,  when  the 
righ'  of  reviftng  them  thai!  belong  to 
the  National  A'.icmbly.  . 

"  Independently  of  the  nceeiTary 
fcciecy,  which  it  is  nlpoHlble  to  pre- 
ferve  in  an  AfTembly  tfhoTe  delinea- 
tions are  public,  who  would  cho  >fe 
to  fl'pulatc  engagements^  except  the 
perions  with  whom  they'  were  form- 
ed had  the  power  ofratiTVtng  ihemf 
With  rei'pecl  tofinsrTces,  the  King  had 
recogn  zed  befoie  the  Sta'rs  General 
the  right  wh:ch  the  nan'on  ;has  of 
granting  fubfidmcs,  and  111  this  renteft 
he  complied  on  the  23d  June  With 
every  thing  that  h  id  been  demanded. 
On  the  4'h  Feb'tuary  the  King  re- 
queftod  the  National  AflemMy  to i.ikc 
into  confi  ieratlon  tho  ftate  of  the 
finances';  they  dcrerel  it  100  long; 
they  have  not  yet  a  juft  lhrcmenc  of 
the  receipt  and  expenditure ;  rhey 
allowed  themrdvesro  go  into  hypo- 
theiical  calculations  ;  the  ordinary  tax- 
es are  in  an  car,  and  the  refou:ce 
whi  h  has  been  employed  of  the 
twelve  hundred  millions  of  affignarsis 
almoft  exhaulled ;  ihcy  hive  left  to 
the  King  nothing  upoo  this  occafion 
but  a  barren  nomination;  he  knew 
the  d  ffi-ulty  cf  this  part  of  'he  ad- 
nf'iiitraiion;  and  if  it  tve/c  pftffibld 
that  this  machine  could  have  been
